Guilty in the Arnold Case. 


SUICIDE OF AN EX-SEJÍAT0R. 


Politics Getting Warm in Oregon— 
A Sacramento Case Decided 
—Other News.

CLOSING SCENES. 
A rgum ent Com m enced by th e Prosecu­ 
tion in the A rnold Case. 
San F rancisco, May 22d.—Arnold and 
his friends entered Judge Murphy’s Court 
in an unusually happy frame of mind this 
morning. The entire Garness family was 
on hand as promptly as Arnold was, and 
were interested listeners to all that was 
said.Charles B. Darwin opened the argument 
for the prosecution, speaking in a plain, 
straightforward way. Referring to Garness’ 
scheme to blackmail Arnold, he said that 
he was not here to vindicate the dead man 
or to claim that he was all he should be. 
The fact that he sent the circulars to vari­ 
ous people in Colusa acd and endeavored 
to get others to engage in a blackmailing 
job had no bearing on this case in its legal 
aspect. Garness might have been a bad 
man, but still the State had provided a 
punishment for such offenses, and Arnold 
should have had recourse tc the law, in­ 
stead of taking the law into his own hands. 
An acquittal in this case would conse­ 
quently be equivalent to a verdict of 
"served him right,” and would be sub­ 
versive of all law. The verdict should be 
for the death penalty as a vindication of 
the law, and the moral aspect of the case 
should he entirely disregarded by the jury. 
Continuing, Darwin said that the defense 
relied on three theories: insanity, self-de­ 
fense and on the introduction of evidence 
calculated to prejudice the jurors against 
Garness. The insanity theory rested solely 
on evidence that after'the receipt of the cir­ 
culars Arnold’s mind was greatly perturbed. 
The self-defense theory rested on Arnold’s 
statement that he was four or five feet away 
from Garness when the latter made a move­ 
ment as if to draw a revolver. This state­ 
ment is shown to be false by the fact that 
all the ballets went down and Garness’ 
clothes were burned, proving that the dead 
man was sitting down when he was shot, 
and that Arnold was only a foot or two 
away from him. No evidence tending to 
show that Garness was a blackmailer, 
which ia the third line of defense, and 
which the defense mainly relied upon, 
should be wholly disregarded. 
Darwin bad talked half an hour in his 
matter-of-fact, 
nnimpassioned 
manner 
when he said that he would retire, desir­ 
ing to give his associate as much time as 
S 
ossible for the closing argument. Judge 
iurphy said that the two-hour limit had 
not been agreed upon by the counsel, and 
Darwin was at liberty to speak as long as 
he pleased. Darwin replied that he had 
prepared his opening statement under the 
impression that but two hours would he 
allowed to each side for argument. Judge 
Murphy again gave him all the time he 
wanted, and Darwin proceeded. 
When Mr. Darwin finished his argu­ 
ment the Court took a recess until 1:30 p. m. 
On reassembling Mr. Delmas opened the 
argument for the defense, and was followed 
by the closing argument for the prosecu­ 
tion, when Judge Murphy read his instruc­ 
tions to the jury and they retired. 
NOT GUILTY. 
L a te r—The jury went out at 5 o’clock 
and returned at ten minutes to 11 with a 
verdict of not guilty. 


TH E HOME FIRM W INS. 
Im portant V ictory for M essrs. W hittier, 
F uller A Go. 
San Francisco, May 22d.—The Circuit 
Court was opened for a very short session 
and the order made by the Court yesterday 
in the case of the Standard Oil Company 
vs. the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
and Whittier, Fuller & Co. was handed 
down. The decision of the Court in this 
case marks a very important victory for the 
house of Whittier, Fuller & Co. over their 
rival, the Standard Oil Company. The 
latter, by the introduction of a certain 
patent oil car, songbt to completely shut 
out the opposing local firm, and hsd the 
temporary injunction not been dissolved, 
Whittier, Fuller & Co., would have re­ 
ceived a hard blow to their business.

SUICIDE. 
Ex-Senator C harles K ent Found Floating 
in the Bay. 
San Francisco, May 22d.—The body of 
the old man tound floating in the ba’v off 
Pacific-street wharf yesterday morning' has 
been identified as that of ex-Senator Charles 
Kent, who represented Nevada county in 
the State Legislature in 1875. The theory 
that he had been murdered by footpads ou 
the WAter front and then thrown into the 
bay has been exploded by his friends. He 
told them that he intended to commit 
suicide. 
Kent was at one time Sheriff of Nevada 
county, and some years later he was sent to 
the Legislature. He was always reckless 
with his money, and in playing the part of 
an affluent politician he contracted the 
drinking habit. Of late years he met with 
many reverses in business, and his friends 
noticed that after the death of his wife, 
abont six months ego, he appeared to be

DUTY ON SUGAR. 
It is C reating Discussion in the P arlia­ 
m ent o í G reat B ritain. 
London, May 22d.—Iu the Commons to­ 
day Hill asked whether, in view of the op­ 
position of the American refiner to the 
proposed abolition of duties in America on 
sugars below the standard, the Government 
would reinvite the Washington Govern­ 
ment to join the Sugar Convention. 
Ferguson replied that it was by no means 
certain what final decision Congress would 
arrive at on the tariff. There was no 
ground to think a renewal of the invita­ 
tion to the Washington Government to 
join the Convention would be successtul. 
Sir Lionel Playfair asked Smith, Govern­ 
ment leader, to state whether the Govern­ 
ment would ratify the Convention before 
the consent of Parliament was obtained. 
Smith replied that that liberty must be 
reserved to the Government', as they 
thought necessary, in the event of the 
other Powers ratifying the Convention. 
“Does the Government suppose,” contin­ 
ued Playfair, “that they have power to 
ratify without the consent of Parliament.” 
[Opposition cheers.l 
Smith declined to answer the question. 


STANLEY TALKS. 
H e Gives Some Q uiet H ints as to Affairs 
in A frica. 
London, May 22d.—Stanley made some 
remarks on England and Germanv in 
Africa last night at the banquet tendered 
him by the London Chamber of Commerce. 
Speaking of his travels he remarked that 
in 1870 it was reported that Dr. Living­ 
stone was lost and the New York Herald 
sent the speaker to find him. He did so, 
and returned to Zanzibar and England. 
W hat was done? They said that he was 
an impostor, a sensationalist and a forger, 
but time had disproved those accusations, 
and Livingstone’s last journals proved 
that he had done what he had said, but 
because he was a mere journalist and a 
penny-a-liner it was supposed that all 
penny-a-liners were sensationalists. 
In 1874 he was sent back again to Africa. 
Stanley then described his travels, and 
C 
ointed out that although so much had 
een done by English travelers to open the 
dark regions of Africa yet this country 
failed to take advantage of their discov­ 
eries. He spoke of the great interest the 
Germans had manifested in the flora and 
fauna of Africa, while on the part of this 
country there was an indifference as to 
what actually was occurring. 
A number of his friends, however, had 
come together to try and do something in 
the regions they had said should be part of 
the British possessions some time. They 
had raised a capital of half a million, but 
what was the consequence. Instead of be­ 
ing permitted to make a road which, with­ 
out deviating to the right or left, should go 
straight to the promised land, they were 
compelled to squander some thousands of 
pounds in fighting the Government. 
If it were merely a question of rivalry 
between the English and German com­ 
panies he should not mind, bat when the 
Government backed up the German com­ 
pany it was not a fair fight, and the capital 
which would have made a railway right 
up to Victoria Nyanza would be wasted. 
Instead cff the people, in two years time, 
being able to take tickets to Victoria Ny­ 
anza there would be nothing to show ex­ 
cept a bushel of treaties, but to the Ger­ 
mans there was nobody to say even boo. 
He could speak very forcibly but he was 
restrained. If the fairest portion of Africa 
be only sterile lands he would be one 
of the first to advise the British company 
to retire. He thought he had said enough. 
A word to the wise was sufficient. He 
hoped they would remember and ponder 
over the suggestion in what he had said. 


AUSTRALIA. 
T he V ictoria P arliam ent O pened by the 
Governor. 
Melhourne, May 22d.—The Parliament 
of Victoria was opened by the Earl of 
Hopetown, Governor of the colony. He 
congratulated Parliament upon the pros­ 
perity of the country and the rapid strides 
toward federation, which was near. This 
proved the growth of a common feeling to 
Australian nationality. The work of 
strengthing the fort works of the colony 
was advancing. The arming of the forts 
with new-style breech-loaders was almost 
finished. Parliament will be asked to pass 
a bill to augment the militia and volun­ 
teers. A conference will be held at Ad­ 
elaide, South Australia, to take action in 
concert with other Australian colonies to 
bring about lower postal and cable rates 
between Australia and Enrope. A Minis­ 
ter of Health will be appointed and a San­ 
itary Board be created. Large extensions 
to existing railways will be made and irri­ 
gating works be constructed. 


L ightning Causes Several D eaths. 
Berlin, May 22d.—The village of St. 
Mahlen, near Hildesheim, has been vis­ 
ited recently by severe hail-storms, which 
did considerable damage. 
To-day the 
people gathered in a church to pray for a 
cessation of the storms. While the serv­ 
ices were in progress a thunder-storm came 
up, and the church was struck by lightning. 
Four persons were instantly killed and 
twenty injured, four being rendered com­ 
pletely blind. The people were panic- 
stricken and in a rush for the doors two 
children were crushed to death. 
Som ew hat of a Panic. 
Ottawa, May 22d.—Somewhat of a panic 
took possession of the heads of the Govern­ 
ment here when information of the char­ 
acter of the instructions issued from Wash­ 
ington to the Captain of the revenue cutter 
Bear reached here.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 
W a sh in g t o n , May 22d.—In the Senate a mes­ 
sage was presented from the President, with a. 
communication from the Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior, on the subject of the purchase from the 
Creek Indians of land for the use of Seminóles. 
Referred to the Committee ou Indian Affairs. 
The credentials of Calvin S. Bryce as Senator 
from Oblo were presented and placed on file. 
The Conference Committee s report on the 
pension appropriation bill was placed on file 
and the silver bill was then taken up. 
Daniels addressed the Senate in favor of silver 
currency. He said that gold and silver money 
were wedded by nature before a jury of all the 
civil and enlightened nations throughout cen­ 
turies. The cause of gold and silver was heard, 
and with one voice the nations had answered 
that to gold and silver belonged the rovat at­ 
tribute of money. Daniels ridiculed the idea of 
an avalanche ot silver crushing down upon the 
United States in case of free coinage of silver. 
It was obvious, he said, that silver money 
abroad would not come to United States Mints, 
and It was also obvious that there was no such 
annual production of silver in the worid os to 
cause any fear on that score. There was only 
one other point of apprehension—that there 
was an accumulated stock of silver that would 
rush to America as soon as the mint was opeu 
to free coinage, and this was answered by the 
Secretary of the Treasury himself, who stated 
In his reply: "There is no known accumulation 
of silver bullion anywhere in the world.” All 
silver should be readmitted to free coinage, aud 
all silver being so admitted to a value equal 
with gold, it was most reasonable to conclude 
that as soon as there was a restoration of silver 
to its ancient plane of money dignity, and thus 
au enlargement of the world volume of money, 
the prices of those things that had gone down 
with its decline would again have a tendency 
to rise with the ascension. 
At the close of Daniels’ speech the silver bill 
was laid aside without action, and amendments 
to the naval appropriation bill were read to an 
executive session. Adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W a sh in g t o n , May 22d.—In the House the 
Committee ou Census reported a bill amending 
the Census Act, to prescribe a penalty upon any 
Supervisor or Enumerator who shall receive, or 
any person who shall pay. any fee or other con­ 
sideration, in addition to compensation of such 
service. Passed. 
Conferences were ordered on the army appro­ 
priation bill and the military academy appro­ 
priation bill. 
The House went into Committee of the Whole 
on the river and harbor bill. 
Henderson ol Illinois, Ch iirman of the Com­ 
mittee on Rivers aud Harbors, explained the 
provisions of the bill, saying it appropria'ed. 
520,932,000, based upon estimates aggregating 
$39.500,000. He believed there was no money 
that went out of the treasury that was so much 
in the interest of the people as the money ex­ 
tended in tne improvement of the rivers and 
harbors. 
Blanchard ot L o u isian a spoke in favor of the 
river and harbor bill, contending that they did 
more to solve the probhm of cheap transporta­ 
tion than all the interstate commerce bills that 
could be passed. The fact that a great and dis­ 
astrous flood recently occurred in the lower 
Mississippi valley was sufficient excuse, if one 
was needed, lor calling ihe attention of the 
House to the requirements of that stream. It 
was time Congress should be waking up to the 
idea that something should be done to harness 
the waters of the Mississippi. The river was too 
great a national feature tone handled by a State 
or aggregation of .-states. The time had come 
when Congress should appropriate money, not 
only for improving the navigation of the river, 
but for the purpose of preveuting ficods. The 
late flood had not demonstrated that the levee 
system was a failure, but that an adequate sys­ 
tem of levees would prevent floods, and that 
the piece-meal system which the impoverished 
States of the 8outh were able to carry on was 
not sufficient to prevent inundation. 
Catchings ol Mississippi spoke in the same 
vein. 
Kerr of Iowa attacked the bill, which was 
defended^bv Grosvenor of Ohio. 
Atter the committee rose, Quinn of New York 
introduced a bill reducing to one cent an ounce 
postage on drop letters in cities of 100,003 inhab­ 
itants or over. Adjourned.

A CORPORATE DEVIL. 


.Senator Hoar has introduced a hill pro­ 
posing a constitutional amendment pro­ 
viding that no State shall pass a law- au­ 
thorizing lotteries, or the sale of lottery 
tickets. 
We believe th at such a proposi­ 
tion would lie adopted nem. con. 
There 
are but two States in the Union which do 
not by their Constitutions iuhihit lotteries 
and gift enterprises, and both of the States 
are now seeking to get into line with the 
others which prohibit lotteries. Kentucky 
will fall into the procession this summer 
through the agency of a constitutional 
am endm ent, and Louisiana is doing her 
best to shake oil the old man of the sea 
th at is wearing the life out of the State, 
aud inflicting injury upou its people that is 
incalculable in its monstrous magnitude. 
X\ e may therefore safely assume that such 
an amendm ent to the Federal Constitution 
as Senator H oar proposes will he adopted 
by a unanimous vote of the States. 
It 
should be uot at all hindered in the pres­ 
ent Congress, hut should be submitted to 
the States at once, th at such oi them as 
have Legislatures in session next winter 
may adopt the am endm ent 
In this connection the recent message of 
Governor Nicholls of Louisiana to the 
Legislature of that State is of high im ­ 
portance. 
It was sent to the Legislature 
on the 11th inst. 
It is a long and able 
document, reviewing the condition of the 
State in all departments, and suggesting 
needed legislation. 
Three closely printed 
columns are occupied in the Neir Delta 
by the argum ent of the Governor upon 
th e lottery question. 
Those who have 
been misled by the fallacy th at because 
‘•jieople 
will 
gamble, anyhow,” there­ 
fore 
the 
proper 
policy is 
to license 
jottery gambling, and derive a revenue 
from it, should read Governor Nicholls’ 
testimony upou the question. 
It is impossible to reproduce here his 
rem arks in full because of their length, 
nor is it possible in any brief, or indeed in 
any synopsis, to convey an adequate idea 
of the vigor and the depth of feeling 
with which the Executive of the State 
of Lousiana speaks concerning the per­ 
nicious influence of licensed lotteries upon 
the people, as testified to by twenty years 
of experience, 
lie reviews and fairly 
states all the claims made for 
a re­ 
char.er of the Ixiuisiana lottery, and then 
proceeds to demolish them all with the 
irresistible assault of undeniable facts. 
As to the proposition to subm it the 
question to the people at a general elec­ 
tion, he points that no submission of a 
constitutional question is ever made w ith­ 
out carrying w ith it a degree of legislative 
approval of the pro|>osition. 
He then 
calls attention to the utterance of the 
people of the State, solemnly made in their 
constitutional amendment, after two de­ 
cades of the gambling license system : 
The people oí this sta te have declared th at 
no special or exclusive right, privilege or itn 
rnuuity shall be granted to any individual or 
corporation; th at all lotteries shall cease alter 
January, 1, 1896; they have declared th a t gam ­ 
bling .« a vice, and have ordered the General 
Assembly to enact laws for Its suppression. The 
settled policy ol the State on these m atters is 
thus announced. 
He points out th at granting charters to 
lotteries is outside of the province of any 
body erected for the purpose of conducting 
a State Government. 
H e declares that 
w hile th e Legislature has the power to 
suspend certain provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion affecting the question, it would be 
monstrous for any legislative laxly elected 
under a constitution prohibiting lotteries, 
to thus fly in the face of such a solemn 
and calmly considered expression of the 
sovereign will. 
The lottery has in that 
fjtate, he avers, interm eddled in politics; 
it has rolled into its treasury millions 
upon millions of dollars th at have lieen 
filched from wagc-earners in mosl part, of 
th e U nited State*, under a banner flung to 
every breeze by the lottery managers, that 
theirs is the only institution of gaming 
solemnly indorsed by a sovereign State of 
the American Republic. 
H e declares, in 
the light of the experience of the past, 
th a t to revivify the lottery concern will 
and make it to 
all branches of 


w hole election m achinery of the State would 
be placed, substantially aud practically, in its 
h ands and all the officials of Louisiana would 
hold office under Its dictation and subject to its 
dem ands. 
In other words, we would come 
squarely back to the condition of things against 
w hich th e people of this State struggled so 
long from 1868 to 1877, and from w hich they 
freed them selves by a m ovem ent only short of 
a revolution. 
It is m y deliberate conviction 
th a t this power of money control given to a 
gam bling corporation could be turned at any 
tim e an a at any m om ent, w ithout the slightest 
com puoction, against the virtuous, the good, 
th e intelligent people of this State, and against 
its property interests. 
The Governor then calls the attention of 
the ‘people to the vice, sorrow, death, ruin 
and demoralization the lottery has wrought 
among them, aud to the fact th at they 
have seen all other forms of gaming are 
comparatively innocuous when placed iu 
contrast with the pestilential agency re­ 
ferred to. 
H e points out how monstrous 
are the gains of this corporate devil, by 
the fact th at its stock, though of the par 
value of but $100 a share, is selling for 
$1,200, so that if the mere placing of the 
tickets in the wheel and the drawing of 
them out is honestly done, the system is 
itself radically wrong and dishonest. 
A favorite argum ent with some of the 
press for licensing lotteries is thus replied 
to liy Governor Nicholls: 
The present com pany's Act of incorporation, 
the very Act under w hich it had its beiBg, is a 
confession o! the losing and destructive charac­ 
ter of tnis business, so far as the tieket-’holders 
are concerned, for it distinctly recognizes and 
declares th at m illions of dollars had been w ith­ 
draw n from and lost to this State by the pu r­ 
chase of lottery tickets elsew here, and declares 
the objects and purposes of the incorporation to 
be the protection 01 the State from the great 
losses incurred by sending large am ounts of 
money to otlicrStates for the purchase of lottery 
tickets, 
thereby 
im poverishing our people. 
There is no attem pt a t concealm ent of the fact 
of th e losses, nor of the im poverishm ent of the 
people through the purchase of tickets, but the 
excuse for the existence of the com oanv is 
sim ply th a t a com pany established and selling 
litre could concentrate here most o f the losses 
in the United States from th isk in d o f gam bling. 
I think it war. an outrage on other States and a 
-1 ¡‘grace to ours to m ake Louisiana the aeknow l 
edged headquarters of gam bling, aud to legalize 
an institution avowedly based upou certain 
losses and certain im poverishm ents to others, 
and a still greater disgrace for the com m on­ 
wealth to be a partner in such a transaction. 
H e well declares th at no government 
which proposes to carry on its schools, its 
State institutions, its Courts, its asylums, 
its river and street improvements from the 
proceeds of gam bling wheels, can hope for 
the favor of m ankind, the blessings of 
civilization or the commendation of con­ 
science. 
H e adds th at “regulation” means 
repression 
always, and 
not providing 
a means of support from an evil that 
has not behind it a shade of good; that 
the sale of the lottery tickets of foreign 
concerns would he' infinitely less injurious 
to the people than the m aintenance of the 
home concern. 


T he agents of the form er skulk about com ers 
and bar-rooms and the results of the corruption 
reach no further th an the debauching of a few 
subordinate and insignificant officials, and such 
injury as flows from th e sale of a com para­ 
tively sm all num ber of tickets in a few locali­ 
ties; whilst the sales of the legalized lottery e x ­ 
tend over the entire country aud the tickets are 
scattered broadcast iu im m ense num bers over 
the whole State, and the com pany, standing on 
the vantage ground it does (its stockholders 
toiling uot and spinning not, yet am assing im ­ 
m ense fortunes) enters into "a broader and 
higher field of corruption. 


H e repeats th at to re-charter the com­ 
pany will be to turn over to them the 
whole State, city and county government 
of L ouisiana; it will put its creatures 
into all places of tru st; it will corrupt the 
fountain of justice, and so hedge Itself 
about th at to regulate, control or dislodge, 
it will be well nigh impossible. 
H is final 
appeal to the Legislature is almost piteous 
in its entreaty not to continue the de­ 
bauching of the people, the destruction of 
public morals, the robbery of the State, 
the corruption of youth, the shame of the 
commonwealth. 
H e invokes the aid of 
all good men to assist in the defeat of the 
fraud th at has Louisiana by the throat 
and that dares to offer her the bribe of 
millions of dollars for support of her State 
institutions, for permission to cling, vam­ 
pire-like, to her veins. 
H e declares that 
all the power of the Executive of the State 
will be used to prevent the awful wrong, 
and th at by the help of self-respecting 
citizens he hopes to accomplish the defeat 
of the monster. 
A t least he pledges the 
jieople his word th a t his name shall not 
be stained by a solitary movement in the 
direction of compromise w ith the lottery 
monster.

Young I jiton, the jirinter, went upon 
the witness-stand in the Arnold murder 
case, in San Francisco, and testified that 
he and his brother jirinted the infamous 
anonymous circulars assailing the charac­ 
ter of Arnold's wife; th at they did so be­ 
cause Garness assured them it was all right, 
and because Garness w as a friend. They ob­ 
served all the secrecy that Garness required, 
destroyed the j)roofs and cojiy, im itated a 
country jo ^ chose pajier without a water 
mark, and even disposed of the type used. 
W hen the Court directed that Ujdon be 
jirosecuted for his crime, the young man 
put up a pitiful mouth, and said, in ex­ 
cuse of his offense, th at he did not know 
it was unlawful to j>rint such matter; that 
he thought he ought to be forgiven at 
least, for having come forward and made 
the revelation at last. 
This is the weakest defensive jilea ever 
jiut forward. 
Ignorance of the law is no 
excuse; a job printer who does not know 
w hat the law forbids to jirint should not 
be in the business; a man, who outside of 
knowledge of the law, has not enough of 
manliness about him to feel th at the 
jirinting of an anonymous circular destruc­ 
tive of the character of the woman named 
I in it, is dishonorable, and ought to be pun­ 
ished for being such a jioor representative 
of the male sex. 
We doubt if there is a 
school-boy in the land who would not have 
self-respect sufficient to refuse to be a 
jiarty to the deed of an assassin of char­ 
acter. 
In strong contrast to this whining prin 
ter, who kejit silent for eighteen months 
about the most infamous assault ujion a 
woman recorded iu the history of the 
country, though the pajiers of the State 
were filled with the story of the crime 
and large 
rewards were ready for the 
discovery of the crim inal, was the manly 
action of the rejxirter Coe, who refused to 
write up the infamous story for a sensa­ 
tional sheet of San Francisco, and told his 
employer th at he could not be hired to be 
a jiartv to such m alignant attacks ujion a 
helpless woman. 
In still stronger contrast 
was the action of Butler, the iuvalid cred­ 
itor of the assassin of character, who, 
though threatened with oppression by his 
creditor and offered a large bribe, informed 
the conspirator that he would starve and 
suffer any rejiroaeh as a debtor before he 
would be a party to the circulation of the 
horrible liliel. These two men deserve the 
recognition and [«raise of all manly sjiirits, 
but tl e jirinters who jierm itted them ­ 
selves to be made the vehicles of the assault 
deserve the execration of m ankind and the 
severest jienalties the law provides for 
such an oftense.

Convocation of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in N orthern California opened at 9

m. yesterday at St. P aul’s Church. 
Prayer was said by the Bishop, after which 
the reading of rejwirts of the different cler­ 
gymen was resumed. 
The project of placing a general mission­ 
ary in the field was discussed at some 
length, bnt no definite action was taken. 
The relation th at the Sunday-school 
bears to the church, and the general con­ 
duct of a Sunday-school were also dis­ 
cussed, after which the delegates proceeded 
with the routine business of the session. 
The Bishop then made the following ap­ 
pointm ents : 
Standing Committee—Rev. 
J. 
Averv 
Shepherd of Santa Rosa, Rev. O. L. Fitch- 
ett of Marysville, A. A. Van Voorhies of 
Sacramento and S. C. Grey of Benicia. 
Exam ining Chaplains—Rev. J. Avery 
Shepherd and Rev. A. B. Spaight. 
Chancellors—W. B. Lardner of Auburn, 
Placer county, and Rev. J. F. von Herrlich, 
of Sacramento. 
Registrar—R. O. Cravens. 
A special feature of the Convocation was 
the music, which was rendered by the boy 
choir. The choir has improved wonder­ 
fully of late, and the solos sang by Masters 
Sachs and Kauffman prove that the boys 
possess voices that would do credit to some 
of the aspiring sopranos. 
In his address the Bishop paid a high 
tribute to the late Jam es Lawrence Eng­ 
lish, who had labored so hard and accom­ 
plished so m uch for the church in the juris­ 
diction. 
Rev. J. F. Shurtleff rej»orted the bright 
prospects of his church at Auburn. 
Rev. C. M. Hoge, of W oodland, made 
some hum orous tem arks on the subject of 
M issourians and the difficulties of an Epis­ 
copal clergyman when the Camjibellites 
bad their grip on nearly everything. Mr. 
Hcge stated ibat Christmas, Easter and the 
prom inentchurch festivals, symbols, liturgy 
and music was, to a great extent, appro­ 
priated by all the religious bodies. 
Rev. Dr. Shepherd, of Santa Rosa, re­ 
ferred in glowing terms to the record of the 
rector of St. Paul’s Church, not only in 
beautifying the church, but the saving of 
the elegant W ashington Irving Memorial 
Church at Tarrytown, ou the Hudson, by 
paying off a debt of $25,000. Dr. Shepherd 
reviewed the history of St. Paul, down to 
its almost finished and perfect condition. 
Rev. Robert Richie, of Red Bluff, stated 
that he thought that California was quite 
different from the East in regard to the 
power of the Catholic Church to keep its 
strong hold on its members, as he had had 
several come ipto his Church at Red Bluff. 
Rev. John F. von Herrlich stated that he 
did not believe in proselyting. 
H e did not 
believe that in the long run anything was 
gained by it. If a man or woman is in a 
Church, let them stay there. H e had 
known m any who, by persuasion or influ­ 
ence, were attracted into another body, and 
after a while they were little or nothing of 
anything. “ Let us put our religion on a 
broad basis," said the speaker, “as wide 
and as broad as Christ made it. For my 
part, I will give my help, sym pathy, aid, 
money or encouragement to anything that 
will make men and women nobler, better 
or more spiritual. Our purpose and aim is 
the sa m e —to lift hum anity up toward God 
and m a k e them realize what they were cre­ 
ated for, and the higher life lying beyond 
the few fleeting years of this earthly ex­ 
istence. W hen people are easily influenced 
from one religious body to another that is 
nothing to congratulate ourselves about, 
for it denotes laxity, a want of fixed prin­ 
ciples or deep convictions. 
And often 
these slightly-converted people, who can 
be wheedled about by a little attention or 
the power of some supposed social advan­ 
tages, do not turn out so as to make us feel 
proud of them , lor they can be influenced 
again by a higher bidder in the same di­ 
rection. I never go very much on the per­ 
son whose devotion to their church or 
their Sunday attendance on the services is 
regulated by the special attention of the 
minister in their direction.” 
The Bishop and clergy gave a vote of 
thanks to the kind people of St. P au l’s 
parish for their great sociability and hos­ 
pitality. 
The Convocation adjourned to meet at a 
place to be designated in the future by the 
Bishop of the jurisdiction.

CLIMBING THE LADDEB. 


Stockton Done Up Handily in a Very 
Interesting Game—The Colonels 
Defeated. 


There was probably less enthusiasm 
manifested by the audience in yesterday's 
game than in any that has taken place at 
Snowflake Park this season. An occa­ 
sional shout would go up, but most of the 
time one could have almost heard a pin 
drop in the grand stand. There was, how­ 
ever, a large crowd—probably the largest 
that has yet attended a Thursday game 
here—but they seemed to think that it was 
a sure thing for the Sacramentos, and the 
result proved they were right. Sacramento 
won the game, “hands down,” by a score 
of 11 to 5. 
The Stocktons were badly handicapped, 
as indeed they have been for the last 
month. Heinze, an amateur, caught for 
them, ami showed that he was not capable 
of doing the backstop work for the team, 
much less to catch while Hapeman was in 
the box. The latter was wild and caused 
too much unnecessary delay by handling 
the ball before delivering it. After catch­ 
ing for three innings, during which time 
he had four passed balls, Heinze retired 
from the game and Wilson came up be­ 
hind the bat. Cahill took the latter’s place 
at third base, and Perrott went into right 
field. 
Before the game was over Wilson had 
added three more pasted balls to the four 
already made by Heinze, and the total of 
seven was a very important factor in the 
defeat of the Stockton team. Both of the 
catchers also threw wildlv to bases, and 
this was the reason the Sacramentos piled 
up seven'een base-steals. 
Holliday made two magnificent catches 
in center field for the Stocktons, and Kelly 
played well at short. Selna, at first base, 
got an error for dropping a thrown ball. 
Fogarty erred once in ten chances. Ca­ 
hill, while in right field, made two put- 
outs, and both were excellent catches. One 
of them was from Roberts'bat, the ball 
being pulled down a few feet from the 
right field fence. 
The Sacramentos seemed bound to win, 
and although matters looked rather dubi­ 
ous when, after the second inning was 
over, the score was 5 to 0 in the Stocktons’ 
favor, yet this did not appear to dismay the 
home nine, and in the next inning they 
set to work and had scored four runs be­ 
fore the side was out. They shut the vis­ 
itors out after the second inning, and kept 
adding to their own score in the fifth, sev­ 
enth, eighth and ninth innings, until the 
score “totaled” eleven. 
The team worked together well, and 
there was not the least thing to indicate 
that only a few hours before the game 
there had been such a wrangle between 
the players and the managers. They 
batted when hits were needed, and took 
every chance offered. 
Zeigler pitched a steady game through­ 
out, using good head-work and watching 
bases so closely that only two of the Stock­ 
tons made steals. Bowman, as usual, 
caught to perfection, and threw accurately 
to bases. 
Stapleton, at first base, was up to every­ 
thing, and Reitz watched the ceuter-bag as 
though determined that no runner should 
get there if he were given a fair show to 
get the ball beforehand. Every time that 
Reitz plays he gives new evidence that he 
is an infielder without an equal in any 
club on the Pacific coast. 
Godar made an awful muff of an easy 
pop-fly ball, but otherwise fielded well, 
and stopped a couple of wild throws. 
Daly had his throwing arm with him 
yesterday, and lined the ball over to first 
in good style. Two double plays, in which 
he, Reiiz and Stapleton participated, were 
of the lightuing order. Godar also took 
part in a double play.

MENTALLY BATTLED.

The Ground on W hich a New Trial 
Freem an is to be Asked. 
Yesterday Charles Freeman, convicted of 
the murder of Mark Feeny, was taken be­ 
fore Superior Judge Van Fleet for sentence, 
unless the Court should see fit to grant a 
new trial after hearing the argument of the 
prisoner’s counsel on the motion therefor.

This was to come in the 
nature of affidavits—one from a brother of 
the prisoner (a physician)—tending to 
prove that Freeman, when under the in­ 
fluence of liquor, was practically a mad­ 
man aDd irresponsible for his acts. It was 
the intention, also, of the prisoner s rela­ 
tives to have additional counsel in the 
case.Mr. Post's remarks were supported by 
Charles T. JoDes, who said that the defense 
had no intention of asking for a new trial 
on the ground of error, but simply for the 
reasons stated by Mr. Post. 
District Attorney Bruner stoutly opposed 
the request for a continuance, and inti­ 
mated that the defense was trifling with the 
Court. 
Mr. Post disclaimed any such intention, 
and urged that the new evidence referred 
to was very material, and that it would re­ 
quire several days in which to get the affi­ 
davits of persons residing outside the State. 
Mr. Jones again took part in the dis­ 
cussion, although he said he had not yet 
been regularly retained in the case, but ex­ 
pected to be. He argued the materiality of 
the evidence which it was sought to intro­ 
duce. He said it would be shown that 
Freeman met with an accident some years 
ago that caused his brain to be affected 
whenever he drank liquor. 
Mr. Bruner continued his opposition to 
the motion made by Mr. Post, but finally 
relented and consented to having the mat­ 
ter continued till the 31st instant.

Pnrsuant to notice, several citizens as­ 
sembled at the olfice of Justice C. W. Baker 
last evening to take preliminary steps 
toward formulating a plan for celebrating 
the coming Fourth of July.

REGARDING THE RIVER COMMISSION­ 
ERS' SALARIES. 


Attorneys Wlio Say the Act is 
Constitutional—Sir. Grunsky 
and His Salary. 


Not 


The last Legislature passed a law (ap­ 
proved March 19. 18S9), to provide for the 
appointment of an Examining Commis­ 
sion on Rivers and Harbors, defining their 
duties and powers, and fixing their com 
pensation. C. E. Grcnsky, J. J. Crawford 
and P. A. Humbert were appointed under 
the Act, and were to receive salaries of 
$2,400 per year each. W hen they pre­ 
sented claims for their first month’s salaries 
Controller Dunn refused to draw the war­ 
rants, on the ground that no appropriation 
was made therefor. 
The Act prescribed that the Commission­ 
ers’ salaries should be paid out of “any 
money in the State Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated,” but the Controller claimed 
that a specific appropriation should have 
been made. The Commissioners brought 
mandamus suit against the Controller, 
and got judgment, but the latter appealed 
to the Supreme Court, and that tribunal 
ordered the Commissioners' salaries and 
expenses paid, and in compliance there­ 
with the warrants were made out as men­ 
tioned in the R ecord U nion on Wednes­ 
day.Yesterday the following letter was re­ 
ceived by the Controller from Commis­ 
sioner Grunsky. who apparently does not 
take much stock in the Commission's abil­ 
ity to accomplish any good. The letter 
was a copy of one addressed by Mr, Grun- 
sky to Secretary J. J. Crawford of the Com­ 
mission, and reads : 
I have to-day been notified that my attorney 
fias received from tne State the salary due me 
as a member of tfie Examining Commission ou 
Rivers aod Harbors, up to May 1,1890, in the 
sum of 82,026 66. I now desire" to notify tfie 
Commission, through you, that—believing there 
is nothing in the law creating the Commission 
which would authorize the Controller to draw 
wai rants for the necessary expenses of the Com­ 
mission, and knowing, too, that the Commis­ 
sion cannot hope to accomplish anything of 
practical utility to the State without incurring a 
considerable expense—I therefore place the 
money just received at the disposal of the Com­ 
mission, without limit as to the extent to which 
the same may be used for the purpose indicated. 
It is to be treated as a loan from me, without in­ 
terest, and this otter is to be held good until the 
report oí the Commission has been prepared. 
In reference to the matter, private Secre­ 
tary Boruck wrote the other day as follows 
to attorney Robt. T. Devlin: 
Will you please look into the law immedi­ 
ately, providing tor a River and Harbor Com­ 
mission, and let me know if it is constitutional ? 
I do not think It is. Will you look into it 
promptly, and let me know the result ? Another 
thing: Have not the active duties of the Com­ 
mission ceased, and should the members there­ 
of draw 8200 per mouth for absolutely doing 
nothing ? 
Deputy Controller Felix Dunn, in con­ 
versation with a R ecoed-U nion reporter 
yesterday, stated that $7,600 was due the 
Commissioners for thirteen months’ serv­ 
ices to May 1st, and could be drawn by 
them. He had also been assured by sev­ 
eral prominent lawyers that the Act was 
unconstitutional, notwithstanding tbe Su­ 
preme Court’s decision. It is said that 
possibly a suit may be commenced to re­ 
cover the money from the Commissioners. 
CANNOT BE DONE. 
The State Not to Print Copyrighted 
Books for Individuals. 
Some time ago S. P. Maslin, Secretary of 
the State Board of Examiners, compiled a 
book entitled “The Wards of the State,” 
and took it to the State Printer to be pub­ 
lished. He requested that he be allowed 
to copyright the book and the fact printed 
in it. The State Printer said he had doubts 
as to whether such a thing would be 
proper, and did not want to do it until the 
Attorney-General had expressed his opin­ 
ion. Accordingly Mr. Maslin addressed 
the following letter to Attorney-General 
Johnson: 
MR MASLIN’s REQUEST. 
Attomey-dcneral Johnson—Dear Sir: The copy­ 
right of a small book entitled, “The Wards of 
the Stale” (being a compilation of all the laws 
of California relating to the support of orphans, 
aged persons, etc., decisions of the Supreme 
Court construing the meaning of such, tables, 
statistical, etc.), belongs to me. 
In my official position as Secretary of the 
State Board of Examiners, I am often asxed 
what the law is on this or that point in relation 
to orpliaDs and other wards of the State, and 
tor that reason I wish to have printed for gia- 
tuitous distribution among those people who 
have charge of asylums, and those who are in­ 
terested in the support and care of orphans and 
indigents by the State Board of Examiners, an 
edition of 500 copies. 
This is in the lorm of a gift. 1 present to the 
State Board ot Examiners the right to print 5Co 
copies of the book, the copyright of which re­ 
sides in me. The State Printer has some doubts 
as to whether he can print a copvrighted book, 
as the copyright makes the book 'the private 
proiarty of the person to whom it is issued, and 
wishes your opinion upon that point. I can sea 
no grounds for an objection, for the i>erinissiou I 
give to the Board of Examiners makes the edi­ 
tion of 560 copies public or State property, in 
which I have no interest whatsoever, though 
tbe copyright still belongs to me. The page 
bearing the copyright imprint will also bear 
the words: “Published by the authority of the 
State Board of Examiners, with the permission 
ol the author." 
An early reply will greatly oblige me. 
THE ATTORNEY-GKNERAL’s REsTONsE. 
In reply, the Attorney-General supports 
the State Printei’s views, and says- 
Replying to yours of the 5th inst . I have to 
say that Section 334 of the Political Code state" 
what must be printed, and in Section 526, under 
the head of Duties of the Superintendent of 
state Printing, it is stated that it is his duty to 
print reports of State officers, and subdivision 6 
oi this section recognizes his duty to print “all 
printing required by any oi the’State Depart­ 
ments, Boards or any state office, for the State," 
etc.Where the copyright resides, not in the State, 
but in an individual, the work is not state prop­ 
erty, except sub modo to the extent of the gitt, 
but the whole thing must be State property. 
Suppose the state should wish to print au indefi­ 
nite number of copies herealter. this could not 
be done under the projosed arrangement, and 
yet it could be done in respect to all the public 
printing. Thus, you see. a precedent might be 
established which could be appealed to here­ 
after, whenever any author of a work should de­ 
sire to bring it into notice, by the official action 
or imprimateur of the state. I do not think that 
such printing is within the range of thedutlesof 
the state Printer, and we, as executive officers, 
cannot enlarge his duties. Personally, I regret 
that I have to come to a conclusion against you.

T H E P R E S B Y T E R IA N S . 


R e p o rts fro m th e C o m m itte e o n A m e n d ­ 
m e n ts to U ie C o n fessio n . 
Saratoga, May 22d.—The General Pres- 
byteiian Assembly received the report trom 
the Committee on A m endm ents to the 
Confessioo o: Faith and Constitution. The 
comm ittee reported in substance as follows: 
A m endm ents or alterations in the form of 
governm ent, Pook of the Discipline and 
Directory for W orship, may be proposed 
bv the General Assembly to the presby­ 
teries. but shall not be obligatory on the 
church unless u m ajority of all the pres­ 
byteries approve in writing. This over­ 
rules the proposition formerly made by 
the anii-ievistonists that the ureabj’teries 
alone could m ake overturts unasked by 
the assembl , . 
The Chairman of the committee explained 
the report. 
Pie slid it was u compromise 
on both sides 
Three different methods 
luav be used if the am endm ents were de­ 
sired, while formerly there was bat one: 
P'irst—If two-thirds of the presbyteries 
approve of the change the General Assem­ 
bly shall enact. 
Heooiid—It :s made obligatory on the as- 
senth.y to subm it to the presbyteries any 
overturo subm itted to it by one-third of 
the presbyteries. 
T hird—Nothing in the chapter proposed 
by the com m itteeshall be construed to affect 
the right of two-thitds of the presbyteries 
to propose am endm ents or alterations of 
the Confession of Faith, or of the General 
Assembly to agree to and enact. 
The same committee unite in subm itting 
the report. 
Dr. Patton said he was entirely satisfied. 
Discussion rose over the method of class­ 
ification adopted by the committee in can- 
vasing the answers of the presbyteries. Dr. 
McCracken made the affirmative 135 and 
the negative (¡7. including Albany and Sac­ 
ram ento in the affirmative list, instead of 
the negative. 
The classification of these 
two decides whether two-thirds have or 
have not desired revision. Dr. Patton ex­ 
plained the classification. 
Dr. Ecob, of 
A lbany, protested against the classification 
of that presbytery. Judge Thornton, of 
San Francisco, of the Canvassing Commit­ 
tee, defended its report. The report was 
referred back to the committee. 
The report of the Revision Committee 
was adopted. The copumittee to canvass 
answers concerning théqueetion of revision 
then reported that 133 Presbyteries had 
voted in the affirm ative,68 in the negative, 
5 had failed to vote, 7 declined to vote, and 
in two Presbyteries there was a tie vote.

Of the 
133 that voted in the affirmative, 61 ex­ 
pressly said that they desired no revision 
which im pairs the system of doctrines con­ 
tained in the Confession of Faith, 106 de­ 
sired chapter 3 on the decrees to be 
amended, LOi! tles-./ed the paragraph on the 
elect of infants amended, 71 desired a more 
explicit statem ent or decree of God's great 
love to the world, and 14 desired an explicit 
statem ent of the church's duty in the work 
of evangelization of the world. 
A resolution to provide for the appoint­ 
m ent of a Committee of Revision to pre­ 
sent to the next General Assembly a re­ 
port embodying such changes in the Con­ 
fession of Faith in a form ready to be 
overtured to the presbyteries as will meet 
the present needs of our church, as these 
needs have been made known to the pres­ 
byteries in their answers to inquiries pre­ 
sented to them by the General Assembly 
of 1890, was made the special order for to­ 
morrow.

The charges against Palm er are that he 
forged the names of employes on the Fair 
ranch to receipts for salaries, in order to 
overcome ail alleged shortage on the books 
of the farm.

this State.” approved M arch 19, 1SS9, calling a 
special election and subm itting to the qualified 
electors of the city of Sacram ento the proposi­ 
tion ot incurring the indebtedness for th e pur­ 
pose set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling the said special election shall 
be published once a day for ten days in the 
Daily Bee, a new spaper printed and published 
in th e said city o f Sacram ento, and shall recite

N ORDINANCE FOR TH E PROTECTION 
ol w ild gam e iu the county of Sacram ento, 
California: 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacram ento 
co u n tr do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlaw ful betw een the 
first day of April and the fifteenth day of Sep­ 
tem ber of each year, iu the county of Sacra­ 
mento, to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy any specie of wild duck in said countv, 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a m isdem eanor. 
Section 2. It shall be unlaw ful betw een the 
first day of Jsn u ary and th e first day of Ju ly of 
each year, to hunt, kill or destroy doves in said 
county, and any person so offending shall be 
guilty o! a m isdem eanor. 
Section 3. Every person w ho shall have in his 
possession, or shall give aw ay, or expose for 
sale, any specie of w ild duck o r doves at a tim e 
w hen it is unlaw lui to k ill the sam e, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be guilty of a m isde­ 
meanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances and parts of ordi­ 
nances in conflict w ith th is ordinance is h ere­ 
by repealed. 
Section 5. This ordinance shall tak e effect 
fifteen days after Its passage.
